Orange County’s ballooning 
school age population can 
breathe a little easier this Sep- 
tember. 

Easing crowded classroom 
conditions and “saturation point 
enrollments,” the opening of 
Golden West and Cypress junior 
colleges this fall promises com- 
plete college curriculum for over 
4000 students. 

Cypress, northern Orange 
County’s addition, gathers Ful- 
lerton junior college’s overflow 
plus area high school graduates 
under its educational wing. Of- 
ficial estimates place the initial 
enrollment there “around 2000 
students.” 

On the south side of the jay- 


cee split, Golden West, with 2500 
expeced next semester was de- 
signed to alleviate enrollment 
pressure on Orange Coast Col- 
lege. Huntington Beach, West- 
minster, Marina and other high 
schools in the OCC district will 
be the main secondary schools 
sending freshmen. 

‘Cypress’ permanent buildings 
were originally scheduled for 
opening in 1968 ... but condi- 
tions were so critical we moved 
temporary mobile structures on 
the campus to accommodate the 
situation,” explained Deputy 
District Superintendent Dr. Otto 
Remeich., 

Moved in “all at once,’ the 
temporary buildings at Cypress 


Questionnaire Cites 
‘Instructors’ Apathy’ 


Summations and recommenda- 
tions of the 13 faculty question- 
naire questions were presented 
by Commissioner of Publications 
Doug Onyon at the regularly 
scheduled Cabinet meeting Wed- 
nesday.

April Deadline 
Set For Drops 


Deadline for class drops 
with a transcript grade of 
“Ww” has been moved up 
from today to April 15, ac- 
cording to the office of the 
Dean of Admissions. 

The bulletin stated that 
two new policies have been 
adopted toward drop dates. 

Actual "deadlines for auto- 
matic grades of “W” have 
been altered from the end of 
the sixth week of class to the 
end of the tenth, while any 
student who drops after that 
period may be graded by the 
instructor as “Withdraw/ 
Passing” or ‘Withdraw/Fail- 
ing” until the end of the 15th 
week of class. 

All class drops after that 
period will be referred to the 
Dean of Instruction.

UNIQUE CONSTRUCTION 

Both colleges claim a unique 
approach in construction, campus 
layout and curriculum organiza- 
tion. Golden West’s campus has 
been divided by a divisional con- 
cept, “allowing for progressive 
outgrowth of school facilities and 
setting up counseling through 
divisional representation,” in- 
formed Ted Gamet, one of the 
proponents of student govern- 
ment there. 

Four or five eating, student 
union and faculty office areas 
are planned in the Cypress blue- 
prints. ‘Called a house concept, 
this is entirely new for a college 
campus,” stated Remeich. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

Student bookstores and student 
government offices will be pres- 
ent on both campuses, and both, 
sources emphasized, will have 
student government. At Golden 
West students have already 
drawn up a proposed charter. 

“The addition of two more 
junior colleges is providing a 
community service, not only to 
their surrounding areas, but to 
all of Orange County by taking 
strains, in the long run, off the 
entire education system,” Re- 
meich concluded. 

The opening date of Golden 
West was moved up a year due 
to the influx of the number of 
students attending high schools 
in its district. 

Golden West has. scheduled 
athletic events for their first year 
as a school. The Huntington 
Beach School will become a mem- 
ber of the Eastern Conference. 


SAC Drivers Presented 
25 Traffic ‘Gifts’ Daily 


Approximately 25 Santa Ana 
College students receive campus 
traffic violations daily, the bus- 
iness office revealed this week. 


These violations, or tickets are 
given to students who have no 
legible parking sticker or regis- 
tration certificated. Other of- 
fenses constituting receiving one 
of these “gifts” are parking in 
an improper manner or in an un- 
authorized area, speeding, and 
reckless driving. 


“The only way you can park 
on this campus without receiving 
a ticket is by parking in the 
marked-off areas reserved for 
parking,” Trent. Parker, Supreme 
Court justice stated this week. 


Students may pay their fines 
in the business office during the 
day or in the evening in the book- 
store.
